It is 11 a rd to boti avo that tho government is wilfully acting 
in a (Ii rapt ion thai would have a depress im eiTeel upon the 
cattle feeding industry. 
Nevertheless, ii in profiting a condi­ 
tion that is not only working a hardship upon the man accus 
tclued to handle cattle but by coining into eompetifion with 
the feeder in the great market centers is creating a 
further 
condition that will result iii the inevitable lowering 
of 
the 
meat supply of the country. 
Mr, John J. Lawler, a recognized and reliable authority 
upon the stocker and feeder trade in tin* Chicago Yards makes 
the following comment upon tile condition a> it obtains 
at 
that great market center; 


“ \\ o have never had a trade 
condition 
resem­ 
bling that of the last thirty days. 
liven if the 
rail­ 
roads had been able to handle the b u s i n e s s , 
feeders 
would have been kept out of the competition by 
tile 
superior purchasing capacity of killers. 
WY are m ak­ 
ing a serious draft on our stock of young cattie that 
spells scarcity at no distant date.” 
This means that the government is taking thousands of 
h00 to 850 pound carcasses, presumably because this class of 
cattle can bv bought at a lower initial cost. 
While 
prime 
steers are bringing from $1:2 to $13 per cwt. this cheaper class 
of stuff is selling I rom $3.00 to $4.00 per cwt cheaper. 
There­ 
fore the demand from the government. 
However this class of cattle should go hack to the country. 
lo interfere with tin*- movement i- dbeonraging to Hie fnrnuT, 
and will ultim ately result in reducing the w orld’s supply of 
food, two things the government should avoid, if it is inclined 
to follow the dictates of good sense and sound judgment.

A Law No Longer an Experiment 


A lot of the changes proposed by the radical reformers and 
political uplifters, when placed on trial Jose much of tin* glit­ 
ter and promise that was theirs when ardent supporters were 
urging their adoption. 
A radical departure was taken bv the Ohio Legislature at 
its last session when ii was called upon to take action with r e ­ 
ference to the troublesome taxation problem. 
The voluntary 
b sting of property was decided upon and statutes w i\e enact­ 
ed putting this somewhat revolutionary change iii force. 
Of 
course there were the irrepressible pessimists who said the new 
scheme couldn’t possibly work, 
lf was conceded bv its fram­ 
ers thai it was more or less of an experiment, hut the unsatis 
factory condition o f the taxation system i i i Ohio, justified the 
trial of a radical experiment. 
So undeterred by the howls of 
the calam ity shouters tin* legislature enacted the experiment 
into law. Now the results are at hand for consideration and in 
the light of the facts the wisdom of the law can h<> judged. 
Early abstracts of the grand tax duplicate of Ohio show a 
gain of $845,199,878 over tic* year before. 
This increase is the 
largest in the history of the State, except in 1911, 
when 
the 
Smilh one per cent law was enactecLand all real estate was re­ 
valued. 
In some localities real estate was revalued this year 
but this was not generally done. 
Had all of the realty 
been 
given a new valuation, it is estimated that tile re would have 
been an increase of at least two billion dollars. 
Tile real test of the efficiency of the new system is based up­ 
on the increased return of personal property. 
Ari increase in 
personal property of $418,000,000 is claimed, 
Therefoie, near­ 
ly fifty per cent of the total increase is directly traceable to the 
voluntary return system. 
This return under the new self listing system shows con­ 
clusively that when tile average taxpayer is placed upon his 
honor, he will make a more complete return than the assessors 
have ever been able to obtain.
